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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The computer image file entitled 013 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a computer image file comprising a close up (head and shoulders) photo 
of a young man engaged in sexual activity. The image has been considered in terms of 
s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 as to whether it 
promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the exploitation of children or 
young persons for sexual purposes. While the man in the image is youthful in appearance 
he does not present as a young person. 

In classifying the publication weighting has been given to the explicit nature of the image, 
which is designed for the sexual arousal of adults and could either be disturbing to children 
or young persons, or have a harmful effect upon the forming of their sexual attitudes and 
behaviour. An age restriction of 18 years will interfere with the freedom of expression as 
set out in Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is 
demonstrably justified, however, given the likely injury to the public good from the 
publication's potential to adversely affect children or young persons. 
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
